Many of our readers will doabtleli 


M eurprised to learn that precious and 
temi-precioui stones are In oonsider»U» 
lemand for beads in rosaries, Whfl» 
jhains of gold and silver are often pat 
k> this sacred service. The on ol 
precious stones in the rosaries of A* 
ievont is almost as old as the prtotlAe 
jf wearing the rosary itself. 


The wealthy users of the symbol 


early thought no gem too valuable to 
lerve either as a bead or to mr rk » de- 
uacle upon it, and while in this country 
less valuable products of nature are la 
tooie general use, in the Catholic conn- 
tries of France, Spain and Italy are 
many rosaries in which diamonds and 
rubies are thought none to precious ti 
lerve as component parts 


The subject is one on which very lit- 


tle has been written and it may be in- 
teresting to digress somewhat and give 
& slight historj of the rosary's adoption 
&s a religious symbol by the followers 
of the Catholic faith. 


As eaily as the year 667 a primitive 


form of the roaaiy was in use among 
the early Christians. It consisted of a 
cord upon which pearls were strung nt 
regular distances, and was used by de- 
votees in keeping a record of their 
prayers and saints. 


The next historical reference is in 


the year 817, when Pope Leo IV. issued 
a,n edict that the soldiers who so 
bzavely lesisted the Saracens upon the 
walls of Rome should provide for them- 
selves and woar a rosary containing 
fifty beads Its adoption did not be- 
come general, however, until during 
the thutecnth ccntnry, after Saint 
Domimcus, sent into France by Pope 
Innocent III. in 1208 to combat the 
teachings of an antagonistic sect, had 
had appear to him a vision of the Vir- 
gin Mar), who explained to him the 
losary'g fifteen mysteries, comprising 
tho iw; joyful, the five sorrowful and 


I he lire glorious. 


As soon as the adoption became uni- 


versal and the manufacture a recog- 
nised industry the more wealthy de- 
\ orces begin to demand a rosary more 
fl iborate than that in general use, and 
the precious and semi-precious stones 
began to be pressed into service. The 
cord also, which had hitherto been the 
only stringing medium, began to bo 
leplaced by a chain, which from iron 
and the coarser metals soon changed 
to silver and gold, while jasper, coral 
and crystal were extensively employed 
for the beads. In our day, as we have 
said, no gem is thought too valuable 


Another authority states that the 


Mohammedans were the first users of 
the rosaiy, and as if to give oolor .to 
the statement we met in Rome with a 
sight which, m its way, is exceedingly 
unique

As the 
Holy Church, however, requires the ar- 
ticle to bo consecrated with its bene- 
diction before it can be used by the 
woishipei the trade is quite justified. 
The losary according to our second au- 
thority is familiar not only to the Mo- 
hammedan, but also to the Buddhist. 
The former is said to have been the 
original user 
of a rosary contain- 


ing ninety-nine 
beads 
which

read off one by one while engaged in 
prayer, repeating meanwhile ninety- 
nine representative saintly person agns 
from the Koran, and tha custom is said 
to have been adopted by Christian 
monks and devotees in their prayora, 
in order to avoid reiteration.

Psalms are said to have furnished the 
foundation for the complete rosary of 
one hundred and fifty beads. 


Tho present general use of the ro- 


sary m Catholic countries makes it 
quite an in Ucla of commerce, and gold 
and silver chains upon which are 
strung amethysts 
and garnets are 


quite common. One of our most prom- 
inent emotional actresses has a rosary 
of solid gold in daily use, while the 
Catholic crowned heads of Europe use 
rosaues representing large amounts of 
money and a high degree of skill on 
the part of the artificer in gems. 


Topaz, lapis lazuli, garnet, amethyst 


and even leal pearls and rubies are sll 
now iu constant use, while coral, mal- 
achite, onyx, jet, mother-of-pearl, crys- 
tal, agate and amber are all offered b.y 
the dealers, who do not disdain either 
to show them in woods, from highly 
polished box and the more expensive 
kinds down to the commonest pine —

A CurloiiH nritiyli Invention. 


"Do you know," inquired a female nurse at 


Boliovuo hospital of a reporter, "that elec- 
tricity is a mott effective euro i'nr a violent 
headache? I have an apparatub at homo 
which I purchased in England two years ago. 
It lo charged with electricity, and it cures 
hendachcs as if by magic. The apparatus is 
about fifteen inches in length and is composed 
entirely of flat or box wiro links, made 
square. It is one aud one-half inches wide 
and one-quarter of an inch thick. At each 
end of the apparatus is a circular cap or 
plate. Ono of the caps is made of carbon; 
the other is made of zinc. Two separate la; - 
ers of thin wire run through the links 
breadthwise. These layers ore divided in tbe 
center by sealing was, the idea being to 
form the electric circuit. Should the two 
wires touch 0110 another the electric current 
would bo t>hut off and the apparatus would 
be useless. On each cap is an eyelet or small 
ring made to allow a string to pass through, 
and be fastened to tao head. 


The apparatus must be placed in vinegar 


for two minutes before being applied to the 
head. In operating the zinc cap is placed on 
tho right templo and the carbon cap on too 
left. The electric current generated by the 
acid of the vinegar then sets to work and the 
victim of the headache is generally relieved 
within one or two minutes. The only objec- 
tion I hava to using tho apparatus ia that the" 
zinc cap is sometimes so strong as to burn the 
flesh on tho templo. I have had my right 
temple red 1'or weeks after using it. Now, in 
applying it, I always place a cloth between 
the zinc cap and tho skin, and I find it effec- 
tive ia preventing blistering. 
No, these 


apparatus arc not for sale in this country.— 
New York Mail and Express.
